Response to Arguments 

2. Applicants' arguments filed October 9, 2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that fluoroelastomers (such as Viton B) of Hartley et al comprising 
terpolymers having monomer units in claimed range do not read on claimed thermoplastic 
fluorocarbon terpolymers since fluoroelastomers (including Viton B) and thermoplastic 
fluorocarbon terpolymers are distinctly different polymers. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. According to published 
manufacturer's material (this material was faxed to Applicants), Viton B can be thermoformed to 
produce various articles such as hoses; and since a term "thermoforming" is defined by Hawley's 
Dictionary as "forming or shaping a thermoplastic sheet under heat and pressure", 
(thermoformable) Viton B fluoroelastomer of Hartley et al is supposed to have thermoplastic 
properties. Moreover, numerous US Patents, some of which were already discussed with 
Applicants during interviews, show that thermoplastic fluoroelastomers comprising 
terpolymers of claimed monomer units are well known in the art. For these reasons, it is the 
Examiner's position that the fluoroelastomers of Hartley et al and claimed thermoplastic 
fluorocarbon terpolymers are not mutually exclusive species, and therefore, the fluoroelastomers 
of Hartley et al would read on claimed thermoplastic fluorocarbon polymers.
